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remark:s 

Claims 39-!61 are pending, with claims 39, 43, 50 and 5.4 beiiig independent. Claims 39, 
43, 46, 47, 50, 52,;54, 56, 59, 60 and 61 haveiboen amended. No new matter has been 
introduced, 

In response to the objection to the drawings and to elairns 39, 43, 50 and 54, applicant has 
amended those claims to; eliniinate the featureis to which the Examiner was bbjectingv As these 
amendments are believed to address the Exax^^ requests reconsideration 

and withdrawiil bf the objections. 

Claims 39-42 and 50-58 have been rejected as bieing antitipa^^ 
No. 5,583,067). Applicant requests reconsideration and withdrawal of this rejection because 
Sanchez does not describe or suggest first and second impiuity regions-ifonned in the channel 
region, with Uie first and second impurity regions in conta^^ the sarne one of the source and. 
drain regions, as recited in each of claims 39, 50 and;54. Instead, each of the P- doped regions 
(which the rejection equates with the recited first and second impurity regions) is in contact, with 
a di fferent orie of the source and drain regions. A:Ccprdingly; for at least this reason, the rejection 
should be withdrawn. 

Claims 39, 43; 50^ 54 and 59-:61 also have been rejected ias being anticipated by Shimizu 
(U.S. Patent No; 5,217,910). Applicant requests reconsideration smd withdraw 
because Shimizu, likie Sanchez, ddesrriot dcscribe or suggest (l) :first'and:second impurity regions 
formed in the channel region, with the first and second impurity regions in contact with the same 
one of the source and drain regions, as recited in each of claims 39, ,5Q and 54, or (2) at least first 
and second'impurity regions formed in the channel region and iii contact with the source region^ 
as reci ted in claim 43. Instead, each of the n+ regions 38 (which the rejection equates with the 
recited first and second impurity reg;ions) is in contact with a different one qf the source and 
drain regions. Accordingly, for at.leiast this reason, the rejection shotild be withdrawn. 

In addition, with respect to claims43 and 59-61,, applicant requests reconsideration and 
withdrawal of the rejcctioii for the ^additioiiail reason diat Shimizu does not describe or suggest 
the third and fourth impurity regions in contact ^ as. recited id claim 43v;Or in 
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cbntact with the other one of the source antd^ain regionSj as reci tc<l in claims 59-61 . While the 
rejection points to the n- regipns S l of Shimizu as corresponding to the recited third and fourth 
irnpurity regions^ those regions iu*e not. in contact with ihe^M or drain region as reciteid in the 
claims. Accordingly, thie rejection of claims 43 arid 59-61 should be withdrawn for at least this : 
addUipnal reason. 

Claims 44-49 have been: rejected as being uiipateiitablc over Shimizu in view of Saiichez. 
As noted above, each of Shiniizu and Saiichez fails tb describe or suggest the same feature of 
independent claim 43 from which claims 44-49 depend. Accordingly, any proper cqmbiriati on of 
Shimizu and Saricheiz would also fail to.db sb arid, for at least this reason, the rejection should be 
withdrawn. 

Applicant submits that ail claims are in condition for allowance.
